SEER FEEDING ON 
PROVINCIAL FANS 


Nearly Four Hundred of Steers 
Fattened During Last 
Winter, 


PRICES IN SPRING 
WERE DISAPPOINTING 


On This Account Net Profits 
Were Lower Than They 
Were Last Year, 


A statement has just ben prepared 
by S. G. Carlyle, assistant superinten- 
dent of demonstration farms for the 
province, showing the results of the 
steer feeding on the various demon- 
etration farms of the province during 
last winter. In all 378 steers were 
weighed In on the farms last Novem- 
ber at Olds, Claresholm, Sedgewick, 


Vermilion and Stony Plain. The steers 
were marketed {in April and the net 
profit realized was $1,109.94, or an 
average per steer of $2.94. Last year 
the average net profit amounted to 
about $10.10. The difference largely is 
accounted for by the = state of the 
market, Last year the prices at which 
the steers were sold in the spring 
ranged from a cent and a quarter to 
a centand a half higher than the prices 
at which the steers were purchased in 
the spring, This year the difference 
between the prices in the fall and in the 
spring Was scarcely three quarters of 
a cent. Last fall steers were being 
bought at high prices in expectation 
of good advances” being made in the 
spring, but owing to the hard times 
the demand for meat was not so Jarge 
as was expected with the result that 
the steers were sold on a very narrow 
margin, 

The steers were fed In the open in 
corralls. The corralls were surrounded 
with racks filled with hay. On one ot 
the farms hay could not be obtained 
{n the vicinity and green feed alone 
was fed as roughage. Grain was fed 
consisting of oats and barley in the 
proportion of two to one and a smal! 
amount of wheat screenings and frozen 
wheat was fed, 

The average weight of the steers 
when welghed in was 1181 and when 
welghed out the average was 1404, or 
an increase of 225 Ibs, each on the aver- 
age. Six were culled out and sold dur- 
fng the winter and one died, one also 
being kept over,
